LEGISLATIVE UPDATE 
Ethnic Studies Motion 
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On Tuesday the City Council approved a motion by Councilmember Cedillo in support of 
making Ethnic Studies a requirement for graduation at CSULA. Several Councilmembers 
spoke in favor of the motion, citing the importance of learning our history and the importance of 
fostering tolerance and understanding of cultural differences. The matter was tabled once 
again at CSULA’s Academic Senate and is expected to be taken up in the near future.
